Wednesday, Oct. 20 is the last 
day SSC students will be eligible 
to apply for coverage this 
semester by the Student 
Accident and Health Insurance 
Program. The policy, which 
costs $18.00 per semester and 
$35 annually, pays 80% of all 
reasonable and necessary 
medical expense up to 
$5,000.00 actually incurred by 
an insured student or his insured 
dependent during a period of 
hospital confinement. 


Also included in the coverage 
is payment of 100% of the 
reasonable and necessary 
medical expenses (except drugs 
and medicines) up to $300. for 
non-hospi:alized injury or 
illness. The following are not

The title of this article is concert. Since this is a column 
concerning music (of the “classical” side), you have probably taken 
it for granted that the title refers only to a musical happening. But, 
to quote the New World Dictionary:concert v.t. & v.i. to arrange or 
settle by mutual understanding; contrive or plan together; devise. 1) 
mutual agreement; concord; harmony of action. 2) musical 
consonance. 3) a performance. in concert—in unison, in agreement; 
together. So, you were partly right. Prehaps now, however, a slightly 
different shade of light is cast on the subject. By definition, we all 
take part in concert regarding dealings about The War. Many concert 
their differences of opinion towards a common positive goal, and 
not enough strive towards the fulfillment of the universal 
concert - Universal Harmony 

A concert then is a togetherness. Although we don’t all derive the 
same things from a concert we do share much in common. To begin 
with, we are there. We are usually there not only to immerse ourselves 
in the volume of sound that would overwhelm the loudest electrified 
rock band and the next moment play duet to a falling leaf, but to 
listen and share what the composer has to say through his medium. 

As we listen, we are not always aware of the complicated array of 
performers that make up the orchestra and whose focal point is the 
conductor. The maestro is aware of us and directs the music to us. 
As we focus our attention on him, he directs us to the orchestra, the 
music and the composer. When these elements click, [ start flying; 
you will too. A world you never knew existed will gradually unfold 
to you. If you’re fortunate, you might share the inspiration the 
composer experienced and that the music reflects. 


Concerting benefits 


Of course, there are those that look forward to the bail 
afterwards, as was the case this weekend, but there are those who 
attend for the full concerting benefits, and those who have 
infrequently been to a concert and maybe you, who might have gone 
for the first time. If the latter case applies to you then perhaps this 
article is doing some good. I hope | saw you Sunday though I’m sure 
[ didn’t recognize you, nor you me. 

Music plays an important part in my life and I’m not so seifish as 
to not share some of it with you. I urge you to go to future cancerts 
in the area or contact me for an insight to this music. At any rate, 
the performance by John Ogden and the Sacramento Symphony, 
conducted by Harry Newstone this past week-end accomplished the 
goal of a concerted organization wanting to communicate with the 
people. If you were there I’m sure you will go again. 

In contrast to the vast physical capabilities of the orchestra, small 
intimate groups referred to as chamber ensembles co-exist on the 
Same purposeful plane: the expression of an artist through sound. 
These ensembles vary from four recorders (flute-like instruments or 
even the tape variety); a trio of violin, muted trumpet and tuba 
{employed by Hannickei); flute-bassoon or saxophone-harp duets; or 
any smali combination of instruments to what is considered the ideal 
chamber ensemble, the string quartet. This last combination consists 
of two violins, a viola, and a cello. It is idea! because it is capable of 
functioning as a miniature string orchestra while simultaneously 
maintaining the element of intimacy. Chamber concerts in this are 
numerous during the concert season (now); I will keep you informed 
regarding time, date and program. 


The American Music Concert 


As a matter of fact. .. on Tuesday, Oct. 26, Dr. Dan Kingman will 
narrate a program devoted to the chamber music of two American 
composers, Sydney Lanier and Henry Cowell. The program is billed 
as the American Music Concert. Last year Dr. Kingman brought the 
Voices of Faith (gospel group) to Sacramento State in a concert that 
brought to light the history of black music in the U.S.A. There 
wasn’t a person in the audience that didn’t shed tears one moment 
and rock the next. This was truly a musical experience, and believe 
me, what the composers had to say the Voices of Faith made sure 
you heard. It might be said that togetherness existed only for the 
beginning of the concert; the iest of the time oneness prevailed. 

Thursday, Oct. 21, a flute-piano duet will perform works by J.S. 
Bach, Persichetti, Beethoven, Messiaen, and Bela Bartok. The 
concert is sponsored by the local chapter of the Mu Phi Epsilon 
music sorority and will be in the choral room at the SSC music 
department. It’s kind of nice to have a sorority that does something 
worthwhile. The performers are winners of Mu Phi Epsilon national 
competition and are top quality. If you are of a concerted opinion 
that music can be a touching experience then go to a concert soon. 
Again, if you can’t go or perhaps are even afraid to go, then find me 
sometime and we can concert together. Leave a note in the Hornet 
office if | am not there and perhaps we can arrange some time to 
listen to “long-hair” music.
